John Turner deposed, thai on tlia 2<£ch Juno 
he was driving the malt coach from Singleton 
to Maitlnud, and had reached about a mile and 
a half from Black Creek, when the prisoner 
come 'up, and pulling cut a pistol troin his 
breast, he ordered witness) twice, to stop ; 
witness did so, nnd dismounted, when ordered 
by prisoner ; prisoner got cn tlic box of thn 
conch, and drove the coach ufTintu the hush, 
witness leading tho horses to avoid striking 
tha eoaeh against tho trees; there was but 
one passenger on the eoaeh, named Clark, 
and he had also dismounted from the coach 
by prisoner's orders ; prisoner during 
these prDeecdiaes ulw,ij-s kept the pistol 
iu one hand, presented ; after going some 
distance into the hush, prisoner stopped, and 
took the mail bags out of tho boot ; he broke 
[hem open, and opened several letters with his 
teoth, taking a bonilleof noies from one letter, 
and cheques out of another ; when prisoner got 
tho notes ho said "This ia better than shep- 
herding."' After opening a number of letter*, 
prisoner asked nome questions or witness as to 
a saddle ond coal* which were an the coach, 
end then ordered witness to unhitrnCHs the 
horses, and put the saddle on one ; witness did 
so, afterprlsoner hsdeoeked the pistol, and pre- 
sented it at witness, on his refusing ; prisoner 
then rode off, aftor calling witness a attention 
to his faea not being blacked. During all the 
proceedings Clark kept behind sumo hushes by 
order of the prisoner, mid witness was nt times 
some distance oft, and nt times nearer, as di- 
rected. Wttncss was not afraid, bul resisted 
as much as ho could . witness did not interfere 
because of the pistol. Witness gave informa- 
tion to Constable Kenny immediately on liis 
reaching lilick Creek. Prisoner was the man 
who robbed the mail ; hit shirt ivos not like 
whet he had on now ; tho pistol produced was 
like the pietol pi i -oner had. 

Lawrence Kenny, constable, deposed, that on 
receiving information, ho went in seitrcli of the 
rubber, taking Clark with him I on reaching 
loino draj'fl camped hy the roadside, witness 
made enquiries, and saw prisoner sitlinp, by Iho 
fire ; witness thought he was the man described 
by Turner, although Clark said he ivaa not the 
rcbhor ; witness Venl lip to him, and toid lilttl 
he was tho prisoner ; WLtness put n pistol to 
prisoner's breast, and prisoner pulled! out the 
pistol produced, and presented it at witness ; 
witness got hold of prisoner's pistol tmd 
wrested il from him : a struggle then ensuett, 
between witness nnd prisoner, but witners 
was unable to secure htm, ns Clark would not 
assist him ; witness at length desisted till he 
should gel assistance, for which he sent Clark ; 
Clark did not return, but after a cousidcrnblt' 
time a tickct-of-lcave holder came up. whom 
witness pressed ; during this interval prisoner 
kept about the drays, as did also witness, and 
they had occasional conversations; when the 
ticket of-Ieavo holder came up, witness and 
him went to prisoner, and the tieket-of-leavc 
holtler threw down the prisoner, when witness 
haiidcuUed him ; witness then searched htm,

Mr. TviiBFor addressed tile jury, calling 
their attention particularly to the questions as 
to whether tha prisoner intended lo defraud 
Mi, Cohen, and whether ho was in a state ot 
tho time to know what ho was about. 

His HoMcn having summed up, the Jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, nnd tho prisoner 
was sentenced to three years' labour on the 
loads or public works.

An empty Imperial travelling 
carriage fallowed an hour afterwards, in tho 
snmo direction, and four more travelling-ear 
ringes, with six horses each, followed about 
ninn o'clock. It beciuno- then evident that the 
Imperial Family had ouittcd Vienna. Early in 
the morning this event was announced by 
posted bills, containing a manifesto of tho 
Ministry, Who had before tendered their resig- 
nation, bub who, at the ontroatioB of the Em- 
peror and tho University, had consented to re- 
main in omce ad iuhrri'n. Tha Ministers 
stated that a, merely verbal communication had 
informed them of this sudden departure, for 
which tbo Empetor's health was given aa a 
motive, and that Innspruek had, been fixed 
upon as his residence. They added, that the 
Commander of the National. Guard, Count 
Hoy os, accompanied by Count Wllciek, »u 
already gone after tho Dmpcror, with a view a I 
inducing him to return.— TYmes.
